Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Young As They Cum #5 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick is not approved because tends to promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. The slick contains images on the front of females that have youthful 
facial features and have small frames. Some of the women pose in a childlike manner and are 
dressed in girlish attire such as brightly coloured crop-tops and hairclips. In conjunction with the 
images is the title and the text on the back of the slick which alludes to the females being young 
persons. 

The Classification Office has weighed the competing considerations of the issues raised above and 
the right to freedom of expression set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. . 
However, it is likely that the slickwould be classified objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the FVPC Act 
if it were submitted for classification. The likely injury to the public good caused by the availability 
of this advertising material is its potential to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. The video slick is therefore not approved. Such a limitation on the right to freedom of 
expression is justified in order to prevent likely injury to the public good
